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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity—Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros¬ 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their 
associates; be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may 
be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other 
officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make 
By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties of their officers 
and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of members, 
the time, the place, and manner of holding their meetings, the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other By-Laws and regulations 
the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and due 
regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant 
to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of 
Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A.D. 1824, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That said corporation be hereafter called 
and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15,1899 
Resolved by this Assembly — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twenty five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2,1909 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept and hold 
absolutely or as trustees, such funds as may be given, devised, or be¬ 
queathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or. way as may be desired 
by the instrument making such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, 
or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of 
said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 

CONVENTION 

(Adopted October 22, 1953) 

(Amended October 23, 1959—October 22, 1964) 

ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT 
BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


ARTICLE II. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of 
the Gospel; the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches in Con¬ 
necticut; to promote the missionary, evangelistic, and educational programs 
of our State and American Baptist Conventions; to encourage, and aid 
those who have been called into special Christian service from our Bap¬ 
tist churches; to express the high moral and spiritual standards of our 
churches on public issues where moral or social standards are involved; 
to cooperate as fully as our faith and practice will permit in the great 
ecumenical program of Christian work and service conducted by our 
World, National, and State Councils of Churches. 


ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Membership in this convention shall consist of all churches 
of Connecticut which are in accord with the purposes of the Convention 
as set forth in Article II, each such church having made a gift of record of 
funds to the Convention during the year last preceding the annual session 
being entitled to representation by its pastor and by one delegate for 
each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members and for 
each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church 
shall have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National Boards and officers of the 
American Baptist Convention residing within the State, officers of this 
Convention, members of its Board of Managers, and members of all 
committees appointed in accordance with its By-Laws; and the President 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the American 
Baptist Men of Connecticut, and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellow¬ 
ship shall be delegates, ex officio, to the sessions of this Convention, 
having all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 


ARTICLE IV. MEETINGS 

Section 1. The Annual session of the Convention shall begin on the 
third Wednesday in October of each year, but in an emergency, the 
Executive Committee of the Board of Managers may select an alternate 
date. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the 
direction of the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Pro¬ 
gram Committee, which shall have power to make arrangements for 
speakers, excepting the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to speakers as the different departments of the work may require, 
subject to the approval of the Convention. 
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Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the 
accepted rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be the same as 
that of the American Baptist Convention. 


ARTICLE V. ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Third Vice-President, a 
Treasurer who may be either a person or a bank, and a Recording 
Secretary who shall be the Executive Secretary of the Convention. 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, and the Recording 
Secretary, may be elected for two successive terms, after which they 
will not be eligible for re-election to the same office in the succeeding 
year. They shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session, or until their 
successors have been chosen. The Treasurer and Recording Secretary 
shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 

Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall act as President. If the office of 
First Vice-President also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall 
perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur in all these of¬ 
fices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect a President to 
serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an officer 
from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Section 5. Duties of Treasurer 

A. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the 
Convention; both invested and current, receiving and disbursing 
or investing the same as directed by the Finance Committee, 
keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Con¬ 
vention, and reporting and accounting to the Convention an¬ 
nually, and quarterly, if directed by the Finance Committee. 

B. The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Executive Secretary of the Board of Man¬ 
agers, and a listing of all such payments shall be given to the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

C. The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in 
such sum as the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 6. Duties of Auditor. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of 
all financial agents of the Convention annually at the end of each fiscal 
year and report to the Convention through the Finance Committee; or 
quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 


ARTICLE VI. ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICERS 
Section 1. An Executive Secretary, a Director of Promotion and 
Evangelism, and a Director of Christian Education, and such additional 
staff as are deemed necessary for our work shall be chosen by the Board 
of Managers. 

Section 2. The terms and conditions of employment of any staff 
members shall be subject to the mutual agreement of the Board of Man¬ 
agers and these staff members. The retirement age of all staff personnel 
shall be age sixty-five (65). The period of service may be extended by 
annual review for not more than three years upon recommendation to 
the Board of Managers by the Executive Committee excluding Staff 
Personnel. 

UNION 'HTFOIOGIGAL SEMIN^ *-• * 
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Section 3. Duties of Executive Secretary. 

A. The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the 
Convention, under the authority of the Board of Managers and 
its Executive Committee. He shall attend all meetings of the 
Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to advise con¬ 
cerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

B. It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, 
particularly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be oppor¬ 
tunity, and to seek to lead them into increasing participation in 
the work of the denomination. 

C. With the authority of the Board of Managers or its Executive 
Committee, he may pledge financial aid to churches or mission¬ 
aries. With the consent of the chairman of the Finance Committee, 
he may expend a sum not in excess of $200.00 for emergency aid 
to churches or missionaries within the Convention. 

D. He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the publishing of The Connecticut Baptist. 

Section 4. Duties of the Director of Promotion and Evangelism. The 
Director of Promotion and Evangelism shall have the responsibility of di¬ 
recting the program of promotion as it relates to the Division of World 
Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention, and shall be charged 
with the responsibility of directing a program of evangelism for the State 
Convention and local churches, and cooperate in the total convention 
program. He shall report regularly to the Convention. 

Section 5. Duties of the Director of Christian Education. The Director 
of Christian Education shall supervise the work and program of Christian 
Education within the State, and cooperate in the total convention program. 
He shall report regularly to the Convention. 

Section 6. Other Staff Officers. Additional staff members shall serve 
under the direction of the Executive Secretary, subject to the terms of 
their employment. 


ARTICLE VII. CONVENTION COMMITTEES 
Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, con¬ 
sisting of five members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven 
or more members, including the President of the Convention, 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, American Bap¬ 
tist Men of Connecticut, and the Connecticut Baptist Youth 
Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention, and the 
pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and 
Members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member 
from each association, elected by the association (at their annual 
meetings). The member from the association in which the annual 
session of the Convention is to be held shall be chairman. Vacan¬ 
cies on the committee shall be filled by appointment by the 
President of Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of 
three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each as¬ 
sociation. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six or more members 
representing all the associations. 
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G. The Committee on the Ministry shall consist of six members, 
five of whom shall represent the Associations of the Convention 
and normally three to be appointed each year. The Ministers’ Coun¬ 
cil shall provide the President of the Convention with nominations. 
Members of the committee may serve for two consecutive years 
after which one year must elapse before they are again eligible. 

Section 2. Duties of the Committee on the Ministry. The Committee 
on the Ministry shall cooperate with the churches in securing pastors and 
religious workers desiring replacement. It shall work with the Executive 
Secretary of the Convention, who shall be an ex officio member of the com¬ 
mittee, and with other agencies of the American Baptist Convention having 
pastoral placement functions. 

Section 3. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appoint¬ 
ed by the President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 


ARTICLE VIII. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of all 
elected officers of the Convention; and forty-five (45) additional members 
chosen by ballot at each annual session of the Convention for term of 
three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members expire each year. 

Section 2. Members of the Board of Managers, other than the elec¬ 
tive officers, may serve for two successive terms of three years each, or 
a total of six years only; after which they shall not be eligible for election 
to the same office in the succeeding year. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the President of the American 
Baptist Men of Connecticut, the President of the Connecticut Baptist 
Youth Fellowship, the moderators of all associations, the Superintendent 
of the Pierce Baptist Home, and such representatives of national so¬ 
cieties of the American Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by 
them to serve on the Committee on Missionary Cooperation, shall be, ex 
officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall 
be divided as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen, and 
laywomen. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the 
authority of the Convention when the latter is not in session unless other¬ 
wise limited by these By Laws. 

Section 6. Meetings of Board Managers. 

A. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the 
year, as follows; one within a month after the adjournment of 
the annual session of the Convention; one on a date in April or 
May, determined by itself; and one on the opening day of the next 
annual session of the Convention. 

B. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, 
and shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five 
members of the Board. 

C. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall 
be considered as creating a vacancy. Removal of a member from 
the State shall automatically create a vacancy. The Board shall 
have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership between 
annual sessions of the Convention. 

D. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In 
his absence the order of ascendency to the chairmanship shall 
be: First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, Third Vice-Pres- 
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ident. If no one of these officers is present, the Recording Secre¬ 
tary shall convene the meeting which will proceed to elect a 
chairman pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

E. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Section 7. Duties. 

A. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the 
Convention between sessions and have supervision of all the 
work of the Convention. It shall have power to appoint all neces¬ 
sary administrative staff members, an auditor, and a treasurer 
who may be either a person or a bank. of approved standing, 
and such agents as may be needed properly to conduct the work 
of the Convention, fixing the salary of the same, and requiring 
bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches, and payment of the salaries of missionaries 
and other workers in accordance with the rules laid down in 
these By-Laws. 

B. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest 
with the Board, including the investment of funds, the raising 
and spending of money for the work of the Convention, and the 
preparation and supervision of an. annual budget providing for 
the work of all departments. 

C. The Board shall act as agent of the Division of World Mis¬ 
sion Support of the American Baptist Convention for raising and 
remitting money in the State for the Unified Budget of the 
American Baptist Convention on terms to be mutually arranged. 

D. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually 
acceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to under¬ 
take work in this State. 

E. At the first meeting after the annual session of the Conven¬ 
tion, the Board shall appoint the following standing committees, 
membership on which is not restricted wholly to Board members: 

1. Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the 
President. 

2. Maintenance Committee of three members consisting of a 
layman, a laywoman and a minister. 

3. Committee on Christian Education of seven or more members. 

4. Committee on Christian Higher Education of five or more 
members. 

5. Publicity Committee of five or more members. 

6. Committee on Church Welfare, Planning and Research of 
seven or more members. 

7. Committee on Evangelism consisting, as far as practicable, of 
one member from each association. 

8. Committee on Social Concerns of five or more members. 

9. Committee on Stewardship of five or more members. 

10. Committee on World Mission Support, consisting of nine or 
more members. In addition to the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, each national society of the Amer¬ 
ican Baptist Convention shall have the right to appoint one 
member who shall be, ex officio, a member of the committee. 
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11. Executive Committee, consisting of seventeen or more mem¬ 
bers including the President, the three Vice-Presidents, the 
chairmen of all standing committees of the Board, and ex 
officio, the President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the President of the American Baptist Men 
of Connecticut, and the President of the Connecticut Bap¬ 
tist Youth Fellowship. 

F. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board an¬ 
nually at the Convention. 

ARTICLE IX. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Finance. 

A. The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all monies of the Convention and the investing of 
trust funds,. subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 
The Executive Secretary may issue orders upon the Treasurer for 
the payment of monies upon authorization of the Board or its 
Executive Committee. 

B. The Committee shall not permit any funds of the Convention 
to be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, member of the Board of 
Managers, or any corporation or business enterprise in which any 
of them is personally interested; or permit the use or handling of 
permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any way other 
than authorized by the Board of Managers, except scholarship 
funds of the Convention now administered by the Committee on 
Christian Higher Education. 

C. The Committee shall see that financial agents of the Con¬ 
vention make their reports covering the same period. 

D. The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business 
and report its transactions to the Board of Managers, and make 
such reports as may be requested to the Convention, in conjunction 
with the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Maintenance 

A. The Committee on Maintenance shall be responsible for the 
inspection and maintenance of the Convention property, including 
the Convention Headquarters building and grounds and the staff 
residences which we now own or may acquire. Alteration, additions 
or improvements shall be approved by this committee. They shall 
have the authority to spend the appropriations provided for this 
work in the Convention budget. 

B. The Committee shall secure necessary personnel for the main¬ 
tenance of the property and set up any necessary rules or regula¬ 
tions governing its use. 

Section 3. Committee on Christian Education. 

A. The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work 
of Christian Education in its various phases, including Church 
School and youth activities, teacher training, church vacation 
schools, and all other lines of instruction and study included 
in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian Educa¬ 
tion for the local church. 

B. The Committee shall maintain cooperation with the Board of 
Education and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

C. The Committee shall approve all Christian education pro¬ 
grams before they may be promoted in the State in the name of 
the Convention, except those under the supervision of the Commit¬ 
tee on Christian Higher Education. 
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D. The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
session. 

Section 4. Committee on Christian Higher Education. 

A. The Committee on Christian Higher Education shall: 

1. Work with Baptist students in the schools and colleges of our 
State and shall promote the Baptist Student Movement. 

2. Promote Theological Education and the recruitment of full 
time Christian workers. 

3. Promote conferences on Christian and church-related vo¬ 
cations and on the in-service training of ministers in con¬ 
sultation with the State Permanent Council. 

4. Promote the Institutional Budget. 

5. Supervise and allocate the scholarships given by the Connec¬ 
ticut Baptist Convention. 

B. The Committee shall maintain cooperation with the Board of 
Education and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

C. The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
session. 

Section 5. Committee on Publicity and Public Relations. The Com¬ 
mittee on Publicity and Public Relations shall have charge of the publi¬ 
cation of The Connecticut Baptist, appointing a business manager and co¬ 
operating with him or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. 
It shall undertake also the distribution of such literature as will acquaint 
the churches with the work and needs of the Convention. 

Section 6. Committee on Church Welfare Planning and Research. 

The Committee on Church Welfare, Planning, and Research 
shall have the following functions: 

1. It shall be charged with the development of all appropriate 
surveys and research connected with parish evaluations, the 
planning of new churches, city mission projects, relocation of 
churches, discontinuance of churches and missions. 

2. It shall recommend all appropriations to the Board of Man¬ 
agers of the Connecticut Baptist Convention for work done 
under its supervision. 

3. It shall consider all requests for aid from member-churches 
of the Convention. 

4. It shall be responsible for maintaining relations with the Plan¬ 
ning and Strategy Committee of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches. 

Section 7. Committee on Evangelism. The Committee on Evangelism 
shall serve as the medium through which the Convention shall cooperate 
with the churches in promoting evangelism in the State. It shall seek 
particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by 
the Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual, session. 

Section 8. Committee on Social Concerns. The Committee on Social 
Concerns shall represent the Convention, subject to the direction of the 
Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies and 
the social concerns departments of other religious organizations; and, from 
time to time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes merit¬ 
ing consideration. 

Section 9. The Committee on Stewardship. 

A. The Committee on Stewardship shall serve as the means 
through which the Convention shall promote the idea of Christian 
Stewardship (among the churches of the Convention) as “the 
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practice of systematic and proportionate giving of time, abilities 
and material possession, based on the conviction that these are 
a trust from God to be used in His service and for the benefit of 
all mankind.” 

B. The Committee shall maintain a close cooperation with De¬ 
partment of Stewardship of the Division of World Mission Support 
of ithe American Baptist Convention for the purpose of using the 
many resources of literature, drama, visual aids and publicity 
which are at our disposal. 

C. The Committee shall cooperate with the Committees on Mis¬ 
sionary Cooperation and Publicity whenever the need becomes 
necessary that, in the work of our Convention, we may practice 
Christian stewardship. 

Section 10. Committee on World Mission Support. The Committee on 
World Mission Support, subject to the authority of the Board of Managers, 
shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Divi¬ 
sion of World Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention, and 
all work arising therefrom commonly embraced under the head of pro¬ 
motion according to the terms of the agreement with the Division of World 
Mission Support, rendering annually to the Convention and the Division 
such reports as may be required. 

Section 11. Executive Committee. 

A. The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in Decem¬ 
ber or January, and in June or July, and shall hold special 
meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the President. It shall 
transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not 
acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond 
the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, unless 
approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred 
to it with power. It shall make a full report of all transactions 
to the Board of Managers. Seven (7) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

B. All standing committees named in this article shall keep 
accurate and complete records of their proceedings in permanent 
form and make reports to the Board of Managers when necessary. 

Section 12. Committee on Reorganization of the Board of Managers. 
Within one week after the annual election of members to the Board of 
Managers, the President shall name a committee of five members from 
the Board who, together with the Executive Secretary, shall organize the 
committees of the Board of Managers, naming the personnel and the chair¬ 
man of each committee. They shall report at the first regular meeting 
of the Board following the annual election. 


ARTICLE X. COMMISSION ON RELATIONS WITH OTHER CHURCH 
ORGANIZATIONS 

The President shall appoint, each year, the number of delegates re¬ 
quired to represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches, 
one of which shall be nominated by the Committee on Church Welfare, 
Planning and Research (merged committee of the Town and Country 
Committee and City Committee), and this person shall serve as our 
representative on the Planning and Strategy Committee of the Con¬ 
necticut Council of Churches. These delegates shall constitute a commission 
of the Convention in matters relating to our cooperation with this organ¬ 
ization, and other denominational or ecumenical church bodies. In all 
matters requiring a commitment of the Convention, final approval shall 
oe given by the Board of Managers or the Executive Committee. 
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ARTICLE XI. RULES GOVERNING APPROPRIATIONS 

Section 1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their 
quarterly reports to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All ap¬ 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for 
aid will be considered until the report of the churches has been received. 
Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, 
January, April, and July. 

Section 2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made 
to churches only when such churches have settled pastors, when they have 
made, within the year preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget 
of the American Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board of Managers that their methods of raising funds are systematic 
and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support from their local 
constituencies. 

Section 3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in 
the judgment of the Board of Managers, the pastor of the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is, therefore, required that any church 
without a pastor applying for aid shall confer with the Executive Secre¬ 
tary before the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

Section 4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made to¬ 
ward the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Board of Managers shall have been obtained; and in all cases where 
such appropriations amount to $500.00, or more, the church or society so 
aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the property, 
which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board of 
Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 


ARTICLE XII. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council consisting of 
nine members appointed by the President of the Convention for three 
years, and so far as practicable, representing all the associations and so 
constituted that the terms of one-third of the members shall expire an¬ 
nually. Three members of the Council shall be laymen and the Executive 
Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Conven¬ 
tion. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Council to invite candidates for 
ordination to review the standards of ordination of both the Baptist State 
Ministers’ Council, and the American Baptist Ministers’ Council. When 
requested to do so by any pastor or church group of this Convention, it 
shall send representatives to confer on matters relating to the relationships 
of pastors and congregations or on matters pertaining to the relationship 
of the Church to the Convention. 


ARTICLE XIII. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws may be altered, amended, or repealed by a three-fourths 
vote of the delegates present, and voting, provided that the alteration, 
amendment, or repeal is recommended by the Board of Managers, or notice 
of such change is submitted to the churches in writing three months prior to 
the annual session of the Convention, at which such proposed change will 
be presented.

CONVENTION SESSIONS 
First Baptist Church, New London 

2:30 p.m. Open Meeting of the Board of Managers (Including Staff 
Reports). Rev. Richard B. Hardy, presiding. 

Thursday Evening 

At 6:30 dinner was served in the dining room of the host church. Mrs. 
William O. Gardiner, president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, was hostess. Grace was offered by Richard Ogrean, presi¬ 
dent of the American Baptist Men of Connecticut. Rev. Kenneth M. 
Cooper, president of the Ministers’ Council, introduced the new pastors 
who had come to Connecticut since the last annual meeting. 

At 7:30 in the sanctuary Mr. Hardy called the 141st Annual Meeting 
of the Connecticut Baptist Convention to order, followed by prayer and 
the Convention hymn. Mr. Hardy reported a telegram had been sent to 
Mrs. Donald Lindsey, third vice-president of the Convention and co-chair¬ 
man of publicity for the annual meeting, who is recovering from a heart 
attack, expressing concern and praying that she will continue to improve. 

Rev. Dr. Charles R. Andrews, pastor of the First Church of Chicago, 
addressed the Convention on “Where In The World Is The Church?” Dr. 
Andrews said, “Where in the world the Lord 'God is praised, there is the 
Church. God is present in the life of the -world and not just in the 
Church.” A panel, Mrs. Herbert Hunt, Hartford, Blue Hills, Don O. Noel, 
Jr., Hartford Times reporter, and Peter Young of the First Church, New 
Britain, responded to the address. 

The worship service was led by Miss Doris Brinker, director of Re¬ 
ligious Education for the Central Church, Hartford. William R. Gable, 
minister of music at Central, Hartford, was at the organ. 

The evening concluded with a coffee hour and dialogue in the dining 
room of the church. 

October 23 — Noank Baptist Church 
Friday Morning 

Following a coffee hour Mr. Hardy opened the meeting at 9:45 with 
prayer. The commentator to give continuity to the four issues facing the 
Convention was the Rev. Warren L. Molton, minister to students at the 
University of Connecticut and director of the University Christian Fel- 
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lowship. He reviewed briefly the main points made by Dr. Andrews and 
the panel on Thursday evening. Mr. Molton invited the Convention to 
“participate in a happening.” 

Mr. Hardy presented Abraham A. Ribicoff, United States Senator 
from Connecticut, who spoke on the issue of Poverty. Senator Ribicoff 
said 1/5 of our nation are poor. They are different from the poor of the 
19th Century for they are without hope. The bread lines of the depression 
have disappeared but the poor are buried in rural obscurity or in city 
slums. We have poverty in the midst of plenty. The war on poverty is a 
community action program. Education plays a vital part. Pastors and 
church members have an important part to play. The strong must help 
the weak for we cannot allow the weak to fall farther behind. Civil 
rights enters into the picture and the problem is as great in the north as 
in the south, since more than a million and a half Negroes have moved 
north in the last decade. The coordinated, unified activity of the clergy 
was the larger reason for the passage of the civil rights bill. 

Facing the issue of Peace was led by Rev. R. Franklin Terry, pastor 
of the First Methodist Church of Wallingford, and a panel. Members of 
the panel were the Rev. Howard May of Willington, the Rev. Jerry Freiert 
of Canton and the Rev. Warren Molton, moderator. 

Mr. Terry said the peace witness, of the church cannot be restricted 
simply to war. We dare not isolate the message of reconciliation to the 
realm of conflict alone. Before the church can face the issue of peace 
it must be aware of the context in which peace is the issue. The church 
is in the world to do its work but it is not responsible to the world. It is 
responsible to Christ. We cringe at the thought of war but prosper be¬ 
cause we are preparing for defense and we do not know how to get out 
of this dilemma. A society which is willing to bring total destruction 
has brought us to the brink of disaster. 

Discussion brought out the fact we are afraid of the political forces 
working in the world; afraid we might have to live without freedom. But 
the early church lived under tyranny and the church has survived. As 
Christians we are first of all Christians and secondly citizens of the 
world. But we are scared to death to be disciples of Jesus Christ. 

Mr. Terry said when we use the word peace in the church we are apt 
to jump to the conclusion that it is a state of bliss. We are apt to call 
absence of global war peace. Specific things we can do to pursue peace 
is accommodation with other opinions in the world including those opin¬ 
ions with which we disagree. This is one world, God’s world, and we must 
live in the world with people of various backgrounds, social cultures, etc. 
The church should support the work of the United Nations as a secular 
peace group. 

The panel agreed this is a time when the Christian church should 
evaluate itself and confine itself to its primary concern. Are we morally 
dealing with the question of peace? Our economy is geared to war ox 
defense. Can we afford peace? We are spending 70% of our tax money for 
wars we have fought or which we have to fight in the future. The church 
is dependent upon people who are working in defense plants. Will the. 
sovereignty of God be destroyed if the “button” is pushed? 

Mr. Molton summed up the discussion saying that we have not dis¬ 
solved’ the problem — we have not even defined peace. 

Mr. Hardy introduced the Rev. James Pratt, pastor of the Noank 
Church, and expressed appreciation for everything the church had done 
to welcome the Convention. Mr. Pratt told a little of the history of the 
church and the new building. 

The meeting adjourned at 12:15 p.m. for lunch in the church dining 
room. Mr. Neal Grundy served as host. 
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Friday Afternoon 

The Convention reconvened in the sanctuary at 1:30. Mr. Molton, 
commentator, gave a summation of the discussion by the panel on Peace. 

Rev. Roswell Cummings, pastor of the First Church, Wallingford, and 
Rev. James Peters, Jr., pastor of the East End Tabernacle, Bridgeport, 
presented the issue of Race. 

Mr. Cummings said a racial revolution is taking place throughout 
the world and he spoke as one who is very concerned about how it affects 
our smaller white, or nearly all-white communities. There is strong 
evidence there is a Negro problem when so few Negroes live in our 
smaller communities. There is discrimination in jobs and housing and 
we, as Christians, should let it be known through our churches and com¬ 
munities, that we stand ready to help the Negro and other minority 
groups. These situations will not change if we are silent. We should help 
qualified Negro teachers to get positions in our school systems. We will 
probably get into trouble doing these things for the world has always 
resisted change. Peter and John got inta trouble preaching Jesus Christ. 
But where in our day does Christ suffer more than in our treatment of 
the Negro? 

Mr. Peters said that racial revolution is moving relentlessly across 
our nation. Twenty million Negroes are determined that they want their 
share. In this quest for equality, where in the world is the church? In 
the South houses are advertized for Negroes and for whites. In the north 
it is there, but not listed. And some of our church members are dis¬ 
criminating in housing. Resolutions are passed, but people practice just 
the opposite. Most white people think the Negro is moving too fast. Mr. 
Peters told of a personal situation where his daughter, Pamela, could not 
get into a Brownie troop in Bridgeport. There was much concern and 
discussion from the floor. The Rev. Dr. Moody, pastor of the Shiloh 
Church of Hartford, said the Negro is fighting for complete first-class 
citizenship and wants to come by it naturally. 

Mr. Hardy introduced the Rev. Dr. Edwin H. Tuller, general secretary 
of the American Baptist Convention, who spoke on Christian Unity. Dr. 
Tuller asked why it is that the American Baptist Convention is not in¬ 
volved in the current discussions on church unity involving several lead¬ 
ing denominations. The A. B. C. was not invited, but we have sent ob¬ 
servers to all of these meetings. The tragedy of Christian history is not 
that we have had different denominations but that each denomination 
was sure that it was the only true church. This is why in smaller New 
England towns you will find several churches of different denominations. 
Denominations can work together, think together, fellowship together as 
a Council of Churches, but some people charge the Council of Churches 
of being desirous of moving from a Council to a super-church, the first 
step toward a united church. This has been cited in spite of the fact that 
the Council has denied such charges. If there is to be any joining together 
of organizations, it will come by the churches themselves and not by the 
Council. The Council is interested in that kind of unity which comes from 
a desire to know more fully the word of God, His word for us today, and 
to manifest that kind of togetherness which those who seek the truth 
can provide. 

The official position of the American Baptist Convention seems to be 
that we are fully committed to the Council movement. There is a feel¬ 
ing in the United States that we have too many denominations. At the 
present time the A. B. C. is engaged in unity discussions with the Church 
of the Brethren, iS'eventh Day Baptists and with the Disciples of Christ. 

At 4:00 p.m. there was a coffee break and at 4:30 James F. Arm¬ 
strong, Professor of Music at Connecticut College, gave an organ recital. 
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Friday Evening 

At 6:00 p.m. dinner was served in the dining room of the Noank 
Church. The Rev. Joseph Sisk was host and the Rev. Oliver Sisson 
returned thanks. During the fellowship hour around the tables recogni¬ 
tion was given to the Rev. Major L. Johnson and to Mrs. Charles A. 
Smith of the Convention staff, who had announced their intention to retire 
next spring. Mrs. Carrie Nelson, retiring superintendent of the Pierce 
Memorial Baptist Home was also honored. 

The Convention reconvened in the sanctuary at 7:00 p.m. and the 
commentator, the Rev. Warren Molton, gave a resume of the day’s 
discussions. 

The balance of the evening was given over to two one-hour identical 
sessions featuring three Convention committees, Christian Education, Rev. 
Roswell Cummings, chairman; Evangelism, Rev. Holger Schluntz, chair¬ 
man; and Christian Social Concerns, Rev. Howard E. May, chairman. 
Delegates could select the committees in which they had a special 
interest. 

At 9:30 the delegates returned to the dining room for an informal 
get-together around the coffee table. 


October 24 — First Baptist Church, New London 
Saturday Morning 

Following the coffee hour at 9:15, the Rev. Richard Hardy recon¬ 
vened the Convention at 9:45. The Rev. Nicholas Titus led in prayer. Mr. 
Molton, commentator, in his summation said that the most important 
thing the Church has to offer the world is the ability and desire to 
worship God — it is a gift to the Church — we must learn how to wor¬ 
ship. We have a new understanding of the nature of the Church — the 
Church is the living body of the Lord, suffering and dying again and 
again and always being raised up. 

At 10:00 a.m. and again at 11:15 a.m. identical Convention committee 
sessions were held: Church Welfare, Planning and Research, Rev. Ken¬ 
neth Cooper, chairman; Christian Higher Education, Rev. Wade Hilta- 
bidel, chairman; and World Mission Support, Mrs. James Burns, chair¬ 
man. Delegates attended the committees of their choice. 

At 12:30 luncheon was served in the church dining room, with Paul 
Tubbs the host. 


Saturday Afternoon 

At 1:30 p.m. Mr. Hardy called the annual business meeting of the 
Convention to order with prayer and the singing of the hymn, “All Hail 
the Power of Jesus’ Name.” Mr. Hardy gave his report as president. 
There was no old business. 

New Business: New Churches — The Rev. Raleigh H. Dutton, since 
August pastor of the new Enfield American Baptist Fellowship, spoke 
of the happiness and the problems and the excitement of being the first 
pastor of a new church. Mr. Titus also introduced the Rev. Wade Hilta- 
bidel, pastor of the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Church, and the Rev. King 
Boutwell, pastor of the Calvary Church, New Haven, which is sponsoring 
a new work in Orange. 

Connecticut Race and Religion Action Committee involves the Con¬ 
necticut Convention to the amount of $1,500 per year, of which we have 
paid $750, from July through December, 1964. This was according to votes 
taken at the Board of Managers meeting on April 7, 1964 and the Execu- 
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tive Committee meeting on June 16, 1964, with a request that the Budget 
Committee consider putting $1,500 in the 1965 budget for this work. The 
Race and Religion Action Committee’s total budget is $20,000 with the 
Congregational Conference paying one-half. A full time man is on the 
field to help local communities and local churches. 

At the special Board of Managers meeting on September 29, Mr. 
Titus presented a chart showing a new staff alignment, which is shown 
in the Board of Managers report. 


Convention Study Report — The Rev. Kenneth Cooper reported on the 
forthcoming Convention study by the American Baptist Home Mission 
Societies which will include study of the purposes of the Convention, 
history and records, needs of the churches of Connecticut, pattern of 
urban and rural churches, Convention structure, staff and finances. Out 
of this study the committee will try to report in such a way that we will 
be better equipped to face the future. Individual churches may participate 
in a local study at the same time, if they wish. Cost to the Convention 
will be between $3,600 and $4,500. 

Recognition of Martin Luther King — It was moved, seconded and 
voted to write, as Connecticut Baptists, to Dr. King, congratulating him 
on his receipt of the Nobel Peace Prize, 

Pierce Home — Mrs. Harley R. Nelson gave her last report as super¬ 
intendent of the Home. She is retiring on March 31, 1965. Mrs. Nelson 
expressed appreciation to the ministers of the state who have so gen¬ 
erously ministered to the residents of the Home. Sixty-three churches 
participated in the Harvest Home offering in 1963. A home for the super¬ 
intendent has just been purchased, next door to the Home. 

World Mission Support — Rev. Major L. Johnson, director of Promo¬ 
tion, and Mrs. James Burns, chairman of the World Mission Support Com¬ 
mittee, presented a skit, “Ten Apples and a Core.” Mr. Johnson threw 
a football marked “1964 — $210,000” to Mr. Hardy, which was followed 
by a second football for 1965 marked “$216,000” and a third for 1966 with 
“$220,000” printed in large white numerals. Mr. Hardy was adept in 
catching all three. 


Mr. Johnson recommended that the Convention go on record adopt¬ 
ing a goal for 1966 of $220,000 for World Mission Support. Motion was 
made, seconded and voted to adopt this goal. The Rev. George Sinclair 
made the following motion: that since. Mr. Johnson has been in the past 
a great football hero, and in recognition of the unique manner in which 
he has presented this report to the Cbnvention, and in light of the fact 
that he is a grandfather, moved that this Convention go on record as 
supporting the purchase of these footballs and giving them to Mr. Johnson 
for his grandchildren — and to purchase two more footballs, since Major 
Johnson has five grandchildren. Seconded and Voted. 


Treasurer’s Report — Samuel S. Fuller, representative of the Hart¬ 
ford National Bank and Trust Company, the Convention treasurer, said 
the report of the treasurer has been printed in the 1963-64 Annual. Fifty 
percent of the Convention work is financed by our Unified Budget returns 
and 50 percent from investment fund. Moved that the Convention receive 
this report as placed on file. Seconded and voted. 


Bylaw Changes — It was voted at the Board of Managers meeting 
on Thursday, October 22, that the Board of Managers present the fol¬ 
lowing bylaws to the Convention’s business session on Saturday, October 
24, for action: 
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Article VII, Section 1 - G—The Committee on the Ministry shall con¬ 
sist of six members, five of whom shall represent the Associations 
of the Convention and normally three to be appointed each year. 
The Ministers’ Council shall provide the President of the Conven¬ 
tion with nominations. Members of the committee may serve for 
two consecutive years after which one year must elapse before 
they are again eligible. 

Article VII, Section 2—Duties of the Committee on the Ministry. 

The Committee on the Ministry shall cooperate with the churches 
in securing pastors and religious workers capable of ministering 
to their needs and with pastors and religious workers desiring 
replacement. It shall work with the Executive Secretary of the 
Convention, who shall be an ex officio member of the committee, 
and with other agencies of the American Baptist Convention hav¬ 
ing pastoral placement functions. 

(Present Section 2 to be changed to Section 3.) 

Mr. Cooper moved that the Convention approve these amendments 
to our bylaws. Seconded and voted. 

Place of Next Meeting — Rev. Abbott Whitmarsh reported the Con¬ 
vention has been invited to hold its 142nd meeting in 1965 at the Calvary 
Church, Torrington, Rev. Kenneth Cooper, pastor. Voted unanimously. 

Invitations have been received from the First Church of New Haven 
and the First Church, Southington to host the Connecticut Baptist Con¬ 
vention sessions in 1966. These invitations will be referred to the new 
committee. The First Church, New Haven, will be celebrating its 150th 
anniversary and feels the Convention would be a highlight. 

Election of Officers — The chairman of the Nominating Committee, 
Rev. Walter Schoepfer, presented the report for the committee and the 
report was adopted. Motion was made and seconded to accept the slate 
of officers and board members as presented. Voted. (Officers and Board 
Members listed elsewhere in Annual.) 

Resolutions — Rev. Allan McGaw, chairman, presented the resolu¬ 
tions for the committee — Dr. William Braisted, Miss Olive Dickinson, 
Rev. Dr. William Malcomson, Rev. James Peters, Rev. Richard Pierce, 
with assistance from the Rev. Howard May, chairman of the Christian 
Social Concerns Committee. The resolutions: I. Appreciation; II. Ameri¬ 
can Baptist Convention Resolutions; III. Church in the World; IV. Civil 
Rights; V. Population Explosion; VI. Pari-Mutuel Betting; VII. Alcoholic 
Beverages; VIII. Implementation, were adopted with a few amendments. 

Resolutions as amended and adopted are on file in Convention office. 

The Rev. Major L. Johnson closed the business session with prayer 
at 5:10 p.m. 


Saturday Evening 

Instead of three separate banquets, as in the past, the entire Con¬ 
vention, men, women and youth attended a dinner at the GAM located 
at Ocean Beach Park, New London. Eugene -Swartz, first vice-president, 
acted as host. Grace was offered by Dr. Merle Mason. Mr. Hardy recog¬ 
nized the Rev. Walter Long who heads the Community Witness program 
of the Home Mission Societies. Rev. Major L. Johnson, Jr., chaplain to 
Baptist students in Providence, R. I., conducted a Hootenanny, “Voices 
from the World.” 
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The address of the evening was by the Rev. Melvin E. Schoonover, 
pastor of the Chambers Memorial Baptist! Church of New York City. Mr. 
Schoonover said that the church that lives to itself will die by itself. 
Everything worthwhile costs something. To stand by one’s Christian con¬ 
victions may bring the cumulative power of non-Christian societies down 
on our heads. The Church has no need to be afraid of the world. It has 
no need to be reluctant to don the servant role, for this world belongs 
to God, not to the devil, nor the Russians or Chinese, or white, or black. 
It belongs to God. Nothing in all creation can separate us from the love 
of God, which is another way of saying that nothing in this world can 
ultimately destroy. Even if the church does not survive, that does not 
mean that God does not have a witness in the world. Even now, as al¬ 
ways, God has prepared the way for us. Peter said “I will give you what 
I have. In the name of Jesus Christ get up and walk.” We have nothing 
to give except the gift given to us which is the power of God unto the 
healing of men and nations. You have that power too; for the sake of the 
suffering world, for your own sake, for God’s sake, use it! 

The Convention closed at 9:05 with the Convention hymn, “Renew Thy 
Church, Her Ministries Restore,” and benediction by the Rev. Richard 
Hardy.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
Rev. Nicholas Titus 

“Where In The World Is The Church?” This is the theme of our annual 
convention this year. A good question! But we must also ask, “Where In 
The World Is The State Convention?” 

In the “world” of racial revolution, your executive secretary has tried 
to keep alert and informed. I am part of an inter-faith study group on 
race and religion. Our Board of Managers voted to support the newly- 
created Connecticut Race and Religion Action Committee. We are also 
supporting the Rev. William M. Philpot in his struggle for water rights 
at Andover Lake, where he is a property owner. 

On April 28, I attended the Religious Convocation on Civil Rights 
held at Georgetown University. The next day I was part of a group of 
ministers, rabbis, and priests who were invited to the East Room of the 
White House, where President Johnson spoke to us about the role which 
religious leaders should play in the civil rights struggle. 

At that time, I also visited our two Senators in their Washington 
Office regarding the civil rights legislation being considered by Congress. 
Our family participated in an inter-racial family camp at Lake Winni- 
pesaukee last summer. 

In the “world” of our increasing Spanish-speaking population here 
in Connecticut, our Convention has joined with the Home 'Mission Society 
in providing a Spanish-speaking ministry at the First Baptist Church of 
Bridgeport. 

In the “world” of population increase in our State, we are happy to 
report that the Enfield Baptist Church is on its way as a church extension 
opportunity. The churches, of the Hartford Association are rallying to 
help support this new extension of our Baptist witness. 

The Calvary Church of New Haven is showing interest in the Orange 
area. This may well be our next church extension move. Rev. Edward E. 
Chipman is giving us valuable service as he organizes religious surveys 
and assists in the development of church extension opportunities. 

In the “world” of pastoral leadership, I am encouraged by the number 
of pastors who are availing themselves of opportunities for continuing 
education. In 1965, six of our pastors are planning to attend the Theo¬ 
logical Institutes sponsored by our New England Council on the Ministry, 
under the direction of Dr. Mark Rich. Others have gone to Green Lake 
conferences or are taking courses at nearby universities or seminaries. 

The Lay Ministers Study Program, developed by a committee of our 
own pastors and laymen, is now ready. Applicants will begin to prepare 
themselves to assist in the pulpits of our churches. 

In the “world” of missionary promotion, I have presented my Congo 
slides and tape recording to at least thirty-six groups, as of the date of 
this report. I was asked to help present the work of foreign missions at 
the annual meeting of the American Baptist Convention at Atlantic City 
last May. Two television programs on WTIC-TV enabled me to tell the 
story of the American Baptist Convention and our work in the Congo. 
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Our interest in the “world” of missions, is heightened by the moving 
of Dr. Clayton F. -Smith from Central Church, Hartford, to the presidency 
of the Mather School in Beaufort, South Carolina. A missionary from 
another part of the world came to us in the person of Mr. Miguel Al¬ 
cantara, newly-appointed secretary for Baptist work in El Salvador. Mr. 
Alcantara spent a week with me observing my work as secretary of 
our Convention. 

In the “world” of youth, our camping program has again made pos¬ 
sible an experience with God in the out-of-doors at Wightman for many 
young people and adults. Rev. F. William Ortolf and his camping com¬ 
mittee have brought to our camping and conference program, not only 
good food and facilities, but trained and dedicated counselors and leaders. 

Our staff will suffer 1 the loss of the Rev. Major L. Johnson, who will 
be retiring on May 31, 1965. Mr. Johnson will be missed by his many 
friends, with whom he has worked in missionary promotion, stewardship 
education, and evangelism since 1957. Needless to say, all of us on the 
staff will miss him. 

Mrs. Charles A. Smith has announced her retirement from our office 
staff in April of 1965. Mrs. Simith has given us; 11 years of valuable serv¬ 
ice. Besides her secretarial duties, she has been associate editor of the 
Connecticut Baptist, editor of the Annual, bookkeeper, receptionist, and has 
carried many other responsibilities. 

Mrs. Harley A. Nelson retires as superintendent of the Pierce Memo¬ 
rial Baptist Home on March 31, 1965. This, too, will be a loss to our Con¬ 
necticut Baptist family. Mrs. Nelson has served at the Home since its 
beginning in 1951. Much of the homey atmosphere, friendly concern, and 
good care offered by the Home to its residents, is due to her able 
administration. 

We are looking forward to an additional staff person in the Depart¬ 
ment of Christian Education in the coming year. Our Personnel Commit¬ 
tee has also recommended the hiring of an administrative assistant for 
the executive secretary. The committee also recommends the hiring of 
a bookkeeper-business manager to replace Mrs. Smith. With the relief 
from some office responsibilities brought by this new arrangement of 
staff, it is hoped that I will be able to take over some of Mr. Johnson’s 
work. 

Our president, Rev. Richard B. Hardy, has attended many committee 
meetings and has provided excellent leadership for our Convention. I 
owe him a debt of gratitude for his personal counsel and his devotion to 
the expansion of our Baptist witness in Connecticut and around the world. 

In our chapel services on Wednesday mornings here in our office, 
we frequently remember you in our prayers. We hope that you will also 
pray for us, that we may have strength and wisdom to work with you 
in determining where the church will be “in the world.” 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
Rev. F. William Ortolf 


Five years ago I walked up the steps of the Central Baptist Church 
of Hartford and, accompanied by Mrs. Horace Gale, attended my first 
Board of Managers Meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. At 
that time I was unaware that a half decade could fly by so quickly with 
so many wonderful things occurring in such a short space of time. 

At such a point in one’s life there is always the temptation to look 
backward and reminisce. In doing this I might recall the errors that I 
have made as well as the constructive things that may have been ac¬ 
complished. Putting temptation behind, I will not indulge except to say 
that these five years have been a rewarding experience for my wife 
Alice and me. (Ruth Ellen, too, for three years). Without the dedicated 
loyalty of all the splendid volunteers who have been laborers with us, 
these past five years would not have been possible. To all those still with 
us and to those others who have moved on to other fields, we express 
our sincere appreciation. 

More important than looking back over the last five years, is to 
review briefly several significant developments during the past year and 
to take a look toward the future. 

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION — This department continues to grow 
toward an understanding of its task as a resource and policy-making body 
in the field of Christian Education. With the Reverend Roswell Cummings 
serving as our chairman, the committee has considered methods on how 
we could best serve our churches through Christian Education. To equip 
us for our task, three of our members attended the conference for Area 
Christian Education personnel at Green Lake in early June. These in¬ 
cluded Rev. Roswell Cummings, General Chairman; Rev. John Minott, 
Youth Section; and Mrs. Charles Sargent, Children’s Section. These 
people are now in a position to share and interpret the direction of 
Christian Education in their particular field. 

During the year a major portion of our time was spent determining 
the future role the department should play in assisting our churches. Mr. 
Cummings will be reporting on this in more detail but I would like to 
comment on the many hours the department spent in discussing, study¬ 
ing and seeking facts to assist them in determining their role. The re¬ 
sults have been to recommend that an Associate in Christian Education 
be hired. This will make it possible for us to accomplish more in the 
areas of Children’s work, Adult work, Leadership Education, Missionary 
and Stewardship Education and general field work. 

This board deserves a real vote of appreciation for their loyalty and 
devotion in carrying out their responsibility. 

CAMP WIGHTMAN — Space does not permit a full report of our 
Camps and Conferences. May I simply report that more than 1,500 people 
made use of Camp Wightman during our 1964 season. This includes 568 
campers, 105 counselors, 37 junior counselors, 10 student staff members, 
and 11 on the adult staff. To date 566 attended 13 weekend retreats and 
525 have attended 13 one-day conferences. 

Two things remain to be said concerning our camping program. First, 
I feel that the merger of Baptist Camps of Connecticut, Inc., with the 
Camp Committee of the Department of Christian Education has proceed¬ 
ed without any real problems. We have made greater strides in setting 
standards, developing leadership, and determining program under our 
new arrangement. Secondly, I would be remiss in my duty if I did not 
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express my appreciation to all those who served on the Camp Committee, 
Rev. Alex Elsesser, our chairman, and to those who served as directors: 
Dr. George Sinclair. Rev. John Minott, Miss Ethelyn Nichols, Mr. and 
Mrs Nelson Harger, Rev. Richard Purchase, Rev. Wallace Reid, Rev. 
Wade Hiltabidel, Rev. Richard Hardy and Rev. Kenneth Cooper. 

BAPTIST CAMPS OF CONNECTICUT, INC. — At our last Conven¬ 
tion the property, assets, and liabilities of Baptist Camps of Connecticut, 
Inc., were received by the Connecticut Baptist Convention. This Corpora¬ 
tion is now in a static state ready to be activated at the call and need 
of the Convention. The members of the Board of Trustees have been 
assigned places of responsibility within the framework of the state camp¬ 
ing program, with many of them serving on the Property Committee. 

CHRISTIAN HIGHER EDUCATION — The concerns of this commit¬ 
tee have centered on three areas: Continuing Education for Pastors, 
Student work within our Convention, and the supervision and allocation 
of scholarships. Since I have been directly involved with the last two 
areas these shall be all that I will cover in my report. 

We are actively engaged in student work on the campus at Bridge¬ 
port, Hartford, Middletown, New Haven and Storrs. Most of this work is 
being accomplished in cooperation with other denominations. We are 
recognizing the values of involving the Baptist Church in the area in 
assuming responsibility for our witness to these students. To this end 
we are working through local committees. Dr. William Malcomson has 
been a real asset in helping us to get our student program functioning 
this year. 

Our Scholarship Committee has awarded five scholarships to stu¬ 
dents attending Eastern Baptist Seminary, Crozer Theological Seminary, 
Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, Ottawa University, and Baptist 
Institute. 

Under the leadership of the Rev. Wade Hiltabidel the Committee on 
Christian Higher Education is aware of the growing college campus 
population and the need for a strong ministry to the thousands of students 
that will be involved in the life of the campus. 

IN CONCLUSION — I am continually amazed at the number of 
people involved in helping the Kingdom of God become a reality here in 
Connecticut. I especially feel a deep sense of indebtedness to my fellow 
co-workers on the staff and to all our office secretaries for the assistance 
they have given in helping us serve you. Without their dedication we 
could not have achieved the results we have witnessed this year.

DIVISION OF WORLD MISSION SUPPORT 

The Division of World Mission Support constitutes one of the most 
important links we have in our total Convention program. The very nature 
of the work makes it an important one. The King’s business is at stake; 
the evangelization of the world is dependent, in a very sense, upon what 
we do through this division. It is not just a fund raising organization, 
even though this phase of the work is vital to the life of our own Con¬ 
vention since more than 60% of our budget comes from the return per¬ 
centage received from Valley Forge. The department is concerned for 
the whole Creation and man’s relationship to man through sending the 
gospel of reconciliation into every corner of the world at home and abroad. 

The work of the Director involves building a friendly relationship 
with the churches and pastors and knowing by listening and counseling 
just how much they need encouragement and help in lifting the sights 
of the people to give to missions. This is done through the giving of the 
churches that accept suggested goals and work to exceed them, not just 
reach them. The America for Christ and the World Fellowship offerings 
count on these goals, as well as the Women’s Love Gifts. 

Last year 1963, $205,405 was given through the World Mission budget 
for its support. This is a record for Connecticut but we will surpass it 
this year if all of our churches put on a special year-end emphasis and 
give more in sixty-four.

EVANGELISM 

The chairman of our state committee, Rev. Holger Schluntz, gave 
aggressive leadership the past year in the department of Evangelism and 
his report lists the work and activities of the committee.

This emphasis must not be lost as we continue our 
concern for new churches and new members through preaching and 
visitation. 

It is my opinion that evangelism is the work of the Holy Spirit in the 
lives of people, and when the people of iGod, another name for the church, 
are obedient to Him in the acceptance of His cross and resurrection in 
today’s world —- then His great commission will be carried out and the 
Church will be true to its mission. It is my hope and prayer that each 
one of us as members of the Connecticut Baptist Convention will seek 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit and be obedient, cost what it may.

Following the joint luncheon with our wives at Union Baptist Church, 
Hartford, the ministers heard the Rev. Harold Bonell share a technique of 
audience response he has found helpful in his ministry as pastor in 
Manchester, New Hampshire. 

Early in the year an exploration was made into a possible Major 
Medical Insurance Plan to supplement benefits now available through 
the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board in cooperation with Min¬ 
isters’ Life. The Laymen’s Council went on record as being willing to 
cooperate with our Ministers’ Council in promoting such a plan. Real 
yeoman service was done by several laymen with insurance knowledge 
and connections in making available an attractive plan which could be 
instituted if we could sign up 75% of our ministers. A survey of our 
ministers indicated a number interested and eager to participate, but 
several factors militated against wholehearted response. Meanwhile it 
was learned that the M & M Board is working on a plan which would 
be available to all American Baptist pastors. In the light of this devel¬ 
opment it was decided to await the presentation of the M & M Plan. 

Five Ministers’ Breakfasts were held in Wallingford, Mystic, Strat¬ 
ford, Warrenville and West Hartford to enable pastors to discuss their 
mutual concerns and to share developments on the national scene within 
the Ministers’ Council and the American Baptist Convention. Many felt 
this sharing experience to be very helpful. 

The Annual Retreat and the Mission To Ministers were combined and, 
in cooperation with the Department of Evangelism, held at Senexet House 
April 20 and 21, under the name, “Ministers’ Consultation.” New paths in 
evangelism were shared by Dr. Howard Keeley of the Evangelistic Asso¬ 
ciation of New England; the Rev. Robert Rasmussen led us in consider¬ 
ing the status of the ministry in our day in the American Baptist Con¬ 
vention; the Rev. Alex Henderson shared rich insights gained from a 
long and helpful pastoral ministry and the Rev. Walter Long enlightened 
us concerning the Community Witness Program of A. B. C. as it relates 
to our area.

“Crown Him Lord of All” was our program theme for the past year 
under the leadership of Mrs. William O. Gardiner. 

At the meeting Mrs. Donald Lindsey, Program Chairman, introduced 
Miss Neftali Alicea from Norwich who spoke on the topic “Spanish 
Speaking Americans,” our Home Mission Study. 

The officers and chairmen made the following reports for the year. 

Division of First Vice-President 

“Program for Action” was used by the societies to reactivate inactive 
women. Forty-seven societies used the Program Packet “Crown Him Lord 
of All” and twenty-three societies used the study book “Man Reaches Out 
to God.” 

Our Women’s Conference was held June 10-11 at the University of 
Bridgeport. This worthwhile conference gave leadership training to over 
two hundred women. Our guest speakers were Miss Grace Hatch, retired 
director of the Camden Christian Center; Mrs. Richard Waddington, 
American Baptist missionary to Japan; Dr. Hilda Standish from Hartford.

Wightman amounted to $1500.00. This was applied toward the purchase 
of the red Jeep. 


Division of Missions 

Thirty-two societies had missionary speakers from the Foreign Board, 
fourteen from the Home Mission Board, and twenty-one from other 
American Baptist Convention agencies.

One hundred and eight boxes were 
mailed to home missionaries and two hundred and two boxes shipped to 
New York for overseas shipment to foreign missionaries. One hundred 
and ninety boxes or three thousand two hundred twenty-eight pounds 
were sent to Mather School. 

Interest was promoted on the Civil Rights Bill and emphasis was 
given to the need of passing the bill “Ban the H Bomb.” There has been 
an increase in Bible Study and Prayer Groups. 

Your president attended the American Baptist Convention held in 
Atlantic City, New Jersey May 18-24. It was a thrilling and inspiring 
experience. My sincere thanks to all for making it possible. Mrs. Brenton 
J. K. Arthur and Mrs. Eugene Marchetti were our delegates to Green 
Lake for the Women’s Conference.

Minutes 

The 175th Anniversary of the organization of the Hartford Baptist 
Association was held at the Second Baptist Church, Suffield, Connecticut, 
Saturday, May 9, 1964. The meeting was called to order at 3:30 p.m. by 
the Moderator Dr. Robert A. Moody. 

Rev. Michael Kary, pastor of Memorial Baptist Church gave the 
opening prayer. The opening hymn was “I Love Thy Kingdom, Lord.” 

Call to Worship was given by the Association Clerk, Miss Mary 
Meleky. 

A welcome was given by the Rev. Joseph Sisk, pastor of the host 
church. Rev. iS'isk brought greetings and warm welcome to the Hartford 
Baptist Association on its 175th Anniversary’s founding ground. He ex¬ 
pressed great pleasure in welcoming all, as fellow Christians working 
together for God’s work. 
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A response was given by Dr. Robert A. Moody, Moderator of the 
Association, expressing thanks and appreciation for the warm welcome 
and real Christian hospitality at the host church in Suffield. 

A Roll Call of Churches was taken by the Clerk. 

The Rev. Dr. and Mrs. William Terrell were our honored guests. 

Program committee report was given by the chairman, Rev. Heyward 
M. Foreman, inviting all to visit the Historical Exhibit which has been 
arranged by Miss Eleanor Smith of the Suffield Church. Old Association 
records beginning with the first session in 1790 were a part of the 
historical exhibit. 

A historical address of the Association was given by Rev. Major 
Johnson, Assistant Secretary for our Connecticut Baptist Convention. Rev. 
Johnson brought us an exceptional historical report since the Associa¬ 
tion was formed. The Hartford Baptist Association was founded in the' 
year 1789, but did not include the present churches which make up its 
membership now. Old records show that it was more than state-wide, 
embracing churches in New York, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. The 
First Baptist Church of Suffield is the oldest Baptist Church in the 
Hartford Association. 

Dr. Robert A. Moody, of the Shiloh Baptist Church, Hartford, Modera¬ 
tor of the Association presided at the business session. 

The following reports were presented and accepted. 

1. Clerk’s report. 

2. Treasurer’s report. 

3. Appointed Nominating Committee made a motion that the 
present slate of officers be re-elected for another year. These 
officers shall be given the power to fill in all vacancies for 
the coming Association year. 

4. News from the Churches read by the Clerk, indicating much 
activity in the past year. The Clerk’s report stated that only 
fourteen churches out of twenty-three submitted reports, in¬ 
dicating a total of 130 baptisms; 85 members received by 
letter; 47 members received otherwise; 87 recorded deaths; 
140 losses by letter; 112 otherwise—an actual loss of 77. A 
total of 5,449 resident members and 1,153 nonresident members. 

Dr. Clayton Smith reported on the Church Extension Project and its 
progress in Enfield. The new pastor, Rev. Raleigh Dutton, will begin his 
duties in Enfield the first of August. 

The Clerk read the following recommendations, presented by the 
Executive Committee to the Association which were voted on unanim¬ 
ously. 

1. That the Executive Committee propose at the Annual Meeting 
of the Hartford Baptist Association on May 9, 1964, that the 
Association pledge $1,600 to the current operating expenses of 
the new Enfield Church. 

2. That the Association designate the Contingent Fund be used 
for this year’s current operating expenses. 

3. That the Association authorize up to $300 of the Funds in the 
Treasury as of May 9, 1964, to be used for current operating 
expenses. 

4. That the Executive Committee recommends the assessment 
of 5(f per member of each church be raised to .25^ per mem¬ 
ber for the ensuing year to raise the $1,600. 
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■Motion was made that the Executive Committee, or appointed com¬ 
mittee see that every church in the Association be challenged to support 
this very important project. 

Rev. Kenneth Cooper, chairman of Town and Country work, gave a 
report on the summer Vesper Services at the North Colebrook Baptist 
Church. Rev. Cooper reported an average attendance of 95 at these serv¬ 
ices. The Choir and Pastor, Dr. Robert A. Moody of the Shiloh Baptist 
Church are very much appreciated and all look forward to having them 
back each year. They have a standing invitation to come every year. 

A delicious ham dinner was served by the women of the Second Bap¬ 
tist Church of Suffield. Dr. Robert A. Moody, Moderator, expressed sin¬ 
cere thanks and appreciation to the ladies for the delicious dinner and 
the host church for their true Christian hospitality. 

Following the dinner, “Humorous Incidents in Life of our Churches” 
were presented by Rev. Heyward Foreman, Chairman of the Committee 
for our 175th Anniversary. 

A Religious Hootenany (songs of founding days) was enjoyed under 
the leadership of Rev. Kenneth Cooper. 

The evening service was opened by Dr. Robert A. Moody. Prayer and 
Scripture reading by the Rev. James McBride of the Central Baptist 
Church in Hartford, followed by a hymn — “Great Is Thy Faithfulness.” 

Living pictures of Association Churches were presented; First Baptist 
Church of Suffield — Bristol Baptist Church and Central Baptist of Hart¬ 
ford under the direction of Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper. 

Rev. Nicholas Titus represented the Connecticut Baptist Convention 
and introduced our speaker, the newest member of our family, the Rev. 
Alex Elsesser, pastor of the Community Baptist Church in Manchester. 

Rev. Elsesser’s subject was, “Looking Forward.” Summary of points 
Rev. Elsesser stressed on this significant 175th Anniversary Meeting: Our 
meeting today has served to inspire us as we have taken a look back at 
the 175 years this Association has been in existence. These many years 
have not all been years of progress and light. Difficult times as well as 
good times called for dedication and responsibility. But it has been good 
to review the events of the past, and to let these moments of remem¬ 
brance serve as an inspiration for the future. 

Inspiration for years ahead — this requires a great measure of 
faith and imagination to look forward. Confusion and anxiety of our time, 
plus merry-go-round living has no future, no progress — it is living which 
merely uses the time, and gets you nowhere!!! So, the question that con¬ 
fronts us is — “Where do we, as a Baptist Association, go from here???” 

To look to the future, we must be mindful of the past — and must be 
alert to the problems of the present. We are not happy with some of the 
pressing social issues of our day. The problem of racial equality becomes 
more intense. As Baptists, we are not so sure about our stand on sep¬ 
aration of Church and State. The way out of our confusion will be found 
only as we realistically evaluate our situation — discover the areas of 
our failing — discover the opportunities open to us which can challenge 
our areas of strength, and then in faith, march forward!!! 

Let us look at the future in three different dimensions: (1) The Role 
of the Man (2) The Role of the Church (3) The Role of the Ministry. 

The Role of the Man—There is a great danger in making man less and 
less a person, and more and more a thing. The man of the future must 
be a responsible person and it is imperative that he has proper relation¬ 
ship to his creator, God — and to his saviour Jesus Christ. Unless man 
knows who he is, and to whom he belongs — it is hard for him to find 
himself. 
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The Role of the Church — The church is not made up of saints, but 
rather of sinners who would like to become saints!! The church must 
accept the charge that it is often irrelevant because it has for too long 
a time stood still. It has become a static church. We have honorary 
positions instead of dedicated workers using their talents to serve Jesus 
Christ and His Church — they do not accept as part of their vocation the 
witness of their Faith wherever they work. We fail in our spoken word 
as well as in our deeds of declaring our Faith in the Living Christ. Static 
Church fails to enlist and involve its membership in the Christian concern 
of our times. There is no place and no time for study and Christian action 
in the church. We see human dignity denied in racial strife; but are 
content to be isolated from the crowded ways of life. The old favorite 
hymns, prayers and sermons that once were a means to New Patterns, 
New Vitality, New Life, now have a comforting note, and a lulling effect 
of peace and contentment. The great need of the Church of the future 
is to experience renewal of her call — Her Purpose for Existence and the 
Mission that is Her Life!!! 

The Role of the Ministry — The ministry of the future will be the 
ministry of the laity and the clergy, working together in a new, vital 
relationship. For then God will be using the church in a better, more 
creative way. 

Our God is doing great things in our world today. God seeks a part¬ 
ner — you and me!! God seeks someone with whom he would converse 
and carry on —< one through whose freedom and responsibility He works 
to redeem the world!!! 

After a hymn and benediction by Rev. Joseph Sisk, the Association 
adjourned. 

There were about one hundred fifty at the Association meeting and 
one hundred ten for dinner. Thirteen churches were represented out of 
twenty-two.

The business session was called to order at approximately 7 o’clock. 
The reading of the minutes of the 1963 meeting was dispensed with. The 
treasurer’s report was approved as given.

The roll call of the churches indicated that 20 of the 27 churches 
were represented by 90 pastors, delegates, and friends. The moderator 
gave a brief report on the accomplishments of the past year and thanked 
all Who had helped. The minutes of the previous council meeting were 
read by the clerk and received. The treasurer’s report showed total re¬ 
ceipts for the year of $1,917.63 and disbursements of $1,397.38, leaving a 
balance on hand as of April 30, 1964 of $520.25. In addition $16,208.58 was 
reported in the two trust funds. The report was received. The clerk then 
summarized the annual letters of 1963 from the member churches. 

The Rev. Wade Hiltabidel, reporting for the Church Affairs Com¬ 
mittee, expressed the regrets of the chairman, Dr. Merle H. Mason, at 
not being able to be present due to an anniversary celebration of his 
church. Mr. Hiltabidel then reported much progress in all areas in the 
work at the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Baptist Church, which has been the 
chief concern of the committee this year. Speaking as pastor of the 
church, Mr. Hiltabidel expressed appreciation to the association for the 
interest shown and financial help rendered. 

The Rev. Edith Northrop, chairman of the Pastoral Affairs Commit¬ 
tee, reported on the activities of her committee during the past year, 
consisting of assisting in the ordination procedures of Richard Purchase 
of Lebanon and plans for doing so for David Lindsay of Sterling Hill and 
Packerville. As part of the report, the Rev. and Mrs. Rowland Nye Wil¬ 
kinson of Quaker Hill were introduced to the association and welcomed 
accordingly. 
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The Rev. Walter Schoefper, chairman of the Christian Education Com¬ 
mittee, reported that his committee had attended a training session in 
Hartford in preparation for our own association Training Session for 
local church R. E. Committee Chairmen. This association event was held 
in Poquonock Bridge on April 24, 1964 with 11 churches represented by 50 
leaders and was successful and worthwhile. 

There was no report from the Missions and Evangelism Committee. 
Mr. Robert Young, Chairman of the Social Education and Action Com¬ 
mittee, reported that he had functioned as a resource person and was in 
the process: of preparing to lead a group of young people at a forthcom¬ 
ing association BYE council meeting. 

The Rev. Carleton Worcester, chairman of the Ecumenical Affairs 
Committee, reported on the reorganization of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches pointing out that all churches now indirectly support the Council 
through our state convention. 

Mr. Royce Gray, chairman of the Stewardship and Finance Commit¬ 
tee, reported that the committee met to act on grants from the Rising 
Fund, approving one such grant of two requests. The committee recom¬ 
mended for the next fiscal year a budget of $2,600 to be raised through 
a 1% apportionment of the immediate preceding year. The committee 
also asked that a decision be made as to the exact amount of assistance 
to be rendered to the Ledyard-Gales: Ferry Church on account of the 
period when payments to them were deferred because they were without 
a pastor. 

There was no report from the Communications Committee. 

Mr. Russell Potter, reporting for the Program Committee, indicated 
the program of the day was the result of their effort. 

The Rev. Donald Lossing, chairman of the Nominations Committee, 
submitted the report from his committee in printed form for distribution 
to the delegates. It presented the following slate of officers: Moderator, 
Neal Grundy; Vice-Moderator, the Rev. Wade Hiltabidel; Clerk, the Rev. 
C. Burtis Crooks; Treasurer, Wesley Sholes. 

COMMITTEE CHAIRMEN—Church Affairs, the Rev. Merle Mason; 
Pastoral Affairs, the Rev. Floyd LaBombard; Christian Education, the 
Rev. Sargis Matson; Missions and Evangelism, the Rev. Rowland Wil¬ 
kinson; Social Education and Action, Robert Young; Ecumenical Affairs, 
the Rev. David Lindsay; Stewardship and Finance, Ross Aeillo; Com¬ 
munications, Miss Marion Barrett; Program, the Rev. Carleton Worces¬ 
ter; Nominations, the Rev. Walter Schoepfer. 

It was Moved, Seconded and Voted affirmatively to receive all com¬ 
mittee reports as given. 

Donald Cudworth, chairman of the Association BYF Council, reported 
on the new organization of the association youth program and expressed 
the hope that more churches would participate and that the program¬ 
ming would improve. 

Mrs. Fred Minson, Jr., reporting for the Women’s [Missionary Society, 
informed the meeting that Mrs. Merle Mason was the new president. 

There was no report from the Men’s Fellowship. 

The Rev. Paul Schoonmaker reported on the activities, past and 
future, of the ISUNLAMS, the association ministers group. 

Old Business: The question of whether or not to lower the quorum 
requirement for association council meetings was discussed. No action 
was taken, but the feeling of the group seemed to be that rather than 
lower the requirement such techniques as return postal cards, special 
emphases, etc. ought to be tried first. The clerk agreed to do so.

New Business: It was Moved,Seconded and Voted affirmatively to 
adopt a budget of $2,860 for the coming year. The increase of $260 over 
the recommendation of the Stewardship and Finance Committee was 
appropriated in lieu of changing the date of lowering the rate of assist¬ 
ance. It was noted that the increase to go the Ledyard-Gales Ferry 
Church would not require additional income because of the balance in 
the treasury. 

It was Moved, Seconded, and Voted affirmatively that the association 
go on record extending greetings and best wishes to the First Baptist 
Church of New London on their 160th anniversary. 

Richard Purchase expressed his thanks to the association for the 
financial help in his education from the Rising Fund. 

After the candidates nominated for office were introduced, it was 
Moved, Seconded and Voted affirmatively that the clerk cast one ballot 
for the entire slate. This was done and the slate was declared elected. 

It was Moved, Seconded and Voted affirmatively to extend a vote of 
thanks to the retiring officers and committee chairmen. 

It was Moved, Seconded and Voted affirmatively to extend a vote 
of thanks to the Jewett City Baptist Church for their hospitality. 

There being no further business to come before the association, the 
business session was declared adjourned at 5:45 p.m. 

A delicious supper was served by the host church, following which 
Mr. Schoonmaker, the host pastor, led us in a hymn song and then led 
us in prayer of installation for the new officers. The evening worship 
was led by Neal Grundy and the speaker for the evening was Mir. Ki 
Hoon Kim, a graduate student at the University of Connecticut.

The Permanent Council has held only one scheduled meeting of this 
year, but members of the Council have served on the special committee 
preparing the program for our Lay Ministers Training Program. We 
have been available to serve at the ordination services of young men and 
women being ordained in our associations. 

One of our concerns has been with the standards of ordination that 
were adopted by the Connecticut Baptist Convention. We urge our 
churches and ordaining councils to be sure to call the attention of all 
candidates to these standards. 

Another concern of the Permanent Council has been that there are 
still far too few young men and women who are interested in full time 
Christian service. We in 'Connecticut are not bringing into the ministry 
of Christ enough young people to fill the demands of our churches. We 
must depend upon other areas of the country to provide for our Christian 
workers. We urge our churches and associations to give serious con¬ 
sideration to this fact.

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ORDINATION 

Standards of Ordination 

The Minister’s Council will endeavor to maintain the following 
standards for ordination: 

1. The candidate for ordination shall be a member of the church 
which ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination shall be on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Committee on Ministerial Standing of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention and shall be sent to all of the churches of its association. 

3. Education qualifications for ordination shall be: 

a. Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

4. A candidate for ordination shall have satisfied his local ordaining 
council of his intent to enter the Christian Ministry, to become a mission¬ 
ary, or chaplain, or to enter some other specialized field of the Christian 
Ministry. 

5. A candidate for ordination must satisfy the ordaining coupcil by 
being able to give clear convictions of truth upon subjects kindred to 
God; the Person of Christ; the work of the Holy Spirit; the church and 
its ordinances; world wide missions; and by giving evidence of the im¬ 
plications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the individual, 
the life of the church, and the life of the world. 


Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a 
meeting of the candidate with the examining committee of the Associa¬ 
tion Permanent Council and makes contact with the State Permanent 
Council, forwarding full data as to the qualifications of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the 
Association Permanent Council after it has advised the State Council, 
the church calls said Association Council through its moderator to as¬ 
semble as a council of examining for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President 
and General Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, 
and such other guests as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should 
not be set until after the council of examination has recommended that 
the church proceed with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Permanent Council the church of 
which the candidate is a member should present the candidate to the 
State Permanent Council for examination and upon its recommendation 
proceed to call a council of examination for ordination. Invitations to 
the council should be issued as in Sec. 2 above. 

6. Clerk of each association should file the minutes of the action of 
the Association Permanent Council with the State Convention Permanent 
Council.
